All In Together 


Canada’s reaction to the collapse of 
French resistance is to be the complete 
mobilization of all the human and material 
resources of the Dominion. This simply 
means universal commandeering of men, 
materials, industry, transportation, fi- 
nance, and the use of any and all of these 
in such ways as parliament may decide to 
be most effective in broadening, streng- 
thening and speeding the nation’s war ef- 
fort. 

Military service will of course be com- 
pulsory only in forces designed for home 
defence, Enlistment in forces to serve 
outside Canada will continue to be volun- 
tary. This in accord with the decision 
overwhelmingly registered by the voters 
less than three months ago. There is to be 
compulsory service for all purposes in 
Canada: but not conscription for fighting 
units to be employed outside Canada. 

But military service in home defence 
units is only one of the duties to be im- 
posed by the compulsory law. Men, of 
anv age or calling, may be drafted for war 
work, sent to any part of the Dominion, 
required to do any sort of work, and 
paid at a rate fixed by the public author- 
ity. For the time, how long a time no one 
can know, Canadians cease to be their own 
masters as to what occupation they shall 
choose or whether they shall follow the 
occupations in which they have been en- 
gaged. We shall, each one of us, have to 
go where we are sent, do what we are 
told, take what we are given. 

By 1s and to what lengths 

1 will be applied to 
money and property cannot be foreseen. 
Circumstances will have to decide these 
matters, as they must decide also the par- 
ticulars to be involved in the disposition of 
man-power. Where every man’s time and 
labor is put under official control, there 
will have to be corresponding control over 
every man’s possessions, large or small, 
and of whatever kind. 

What this all comes to is that Canada 
is to go completely on a war footing—for 
the first time in its history. It will be a 
bit hard for Canadians to get used to the 
drastic change thus made in the status of 
the individual. But quick as the Govern- 
ment was to reach the decision, the public 
have been even quicker to sense the need 
of pooling the entire man-power and pro- 
ductive capacity of the nation to meet the 
new situation with which the British na- 
tions are confronted. There will be whole- 
hearted approval of this compulsory ser- 
vice measure from one end of Canada to 
the other.

How It Was Done 


About three years ago, or was it four, 
the people of Canada were invited to ex- 
tend their sympathies, and something 
more than their sympathies, to the people 
of Germany because these could not have 
any butter on their bread. Their sad pre- 
dicament was pictured in sob-provoking 
language. Canadians, it was suggested, 
should feel ashamed of themselves to 
consume butter in such large quantities 
while their brethren in Hitlerland were 
not having any, and ought to do something 
about it. 

It all headed up to the proposition that 
Canada was in some way to blame, and 
ought to send over a ship-load er so as a 
token of its Christian compassion for the 


distressed subjects of the Fuehrer. The 
campaign for free butter for Germany 
went on wailfully until Prime Minister 


King let the wind out of it by pointing out 
that Germany was buying large quantities 
of supplies in Canada in no way related to 
its apparent peacetime needs, and that if 
Germany wanted butter it should buy some 
of this and less of the suspectible commo- 
dities. 

The United States department of agri- 
culture has analyzed German finances and 
trade operations over a period of years, 
and the showing is that butter was not the 
only thing the German people were made 
to do without in order that Hitler might 
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while the proceeds of their labor were 
taken by the state to build war machinery 
and lay in supplies of imported war ma- 
terials, 

With what effect is shown by the 
fact that in 1937-38 no less than 47 per 
cent of the national income was grabbed 
by the Fuehrer and devoted to this end. In 
addition, any German who had any sav- 
ings left had to lend them to Adolf for his 
war projects. 

That is why butter has been absent 
from German tables, why the whole stand- 
ard of living has been levelled down to a 
point not much above subsistence limit. 
There was no new financial magic about it, 
and no virtue in national socialism to ac- 
count for it. The German people were 
made to do without things that the Fueh- 
rer might buy and build weapons with 
which to kill and rob their neighbors. The 
appalling numbers of weapons he is now 
using for this fiendish purpose suggest 
how many things they have had to do 
without, 

Germany couldn't or wouldn't pay its 
debts, but it could and did live on semi- 
starvation rations in order to create this 
machinery for murder and pillage. Blitz- 
krieg is the result. 

Argentine authorities will of course 
investigate the bombing of a British mer- 
chant ship in the harbor of Buenos Aires. 
They would do so in any case, and none 
the less thoroughly because the victims 
were all Argentine citizens.

Ten Years Ago 
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The Passing Show

It doesn't do to be too positive about any- 
thing in these days of rapid change and increase 
in knowledge. Less than a month ago, discuss- 
ing the discovery that U-235, one of the two 
isotropes of uranium, is an explosive so powers 
ful that one pound of the substance is equal to 

15,000 tons of TNT, I asserted 
A GREAT LEAP that mankind need not fear 
IN KNOWLEDGE for it, because of the enor- 

mous amount of time and 
money needed to procure even an ounce of it. 
(The University of Minnesota scientists after 
many years had obtained only two-tenths of a 
microgram, or one-hundredth part of an ounce.) 
At the then cate of production it would have 
taken 11,995,074 years and more money than the 
yearly budget of United States, to procure one 
pound of U-235. 

Within a few weeks of the discovery, an 
eminent Swedish scientist, Professor Krasny- 
Ergen, in the current issue of “Nature”—a lead- 
ing British scientific weekly—announces a new 
method of procuring U-235, 11,000 times faster 
than that «sed in the recent experiments. This 
brings it within the range of every day pos- 
sibility. With a battery of 100,000 machines, esti- 
mated to cast $10,000,000, it would be possible to 
procure a pound of U-235 in four days.

Not as an explosive to blow man and his 
works sky-high at the whim of a puffed-up dic- 
tator, but as the long-sought source of atomic 
power in the new and better world we all hope 
for when war is swallowed up in victory, U-235 
promises to be easily harnessed for the work of 

the world. A little fuller 
ATOMIC POWER explanation of the nature of 
NOW IN SIGHT | U-235 is justified. Uranium, 
with a weight of 238 hydro- 
gen atoms is one of the 92 elements of which the 
earth and the universe and all that is in it, is 
composed, Isotropes are chemical twins of the 
elements. U-235, for instance found in a ratio of 
1 to 139 in uranium weighs only 235 times that 
of an atom of hydrogen. Hence its listing as 
U-235. 

When an atom of U-235 is struck by a neu- 
tron—one of the electric negative particles of all 
matter—it gives out power at an energy rate of 
200,000,000 electron volts. The neutrons released 
when the atom is exploded, explodes other 
atoms of U-235. 

Neutrons travel at incredible speeds and 
must be slowed down to explode the U-235 
They are slowed by letting them collide with 
hydrogen atoms. The simple way to do it is 
to place the U-235 in water (which is two-third 
hydrogen) when it gives off power. Taken out 
of the water it ceases to give out power.

Italians in Canada 


In the city of Montreal’ alone the Italian 
group represents thousands of families. In the 
trial that threatens them they have right to a 
little more than just and equitable treatment. 
Not only for charity's sake, but also from the 
point of view of wisdom, we must avoid—as our 
political leaders recommend—making the posi- 
tion of these poor people worse. If their 
assimilation to Canadian life has not been ail 
that could be desired, this cannot be uniquely 
imputed to the societies or organizations which 
have cultivated in this element an exalted 
sentiment of Italian patriotism. Certain poli- 
ticians without either foresight or scruple have 
encouraged among them a predilection toward 
Fascism, The leaders of the movement have 
sometimes been far too well treated by the heads 
of a demogogy which has no raison d'etre in 
French Canada.—Le Soleil (Quebec), 


H.C.O.L. in Italy 


Summarized from an article depicting condi- 
tions in Italy before it entered the war: 

The Italian housewife is faced with the 
growing problem of low wages and high prices. 
In Italy, today (according to private advices) 
coffee costs $1.12 per pound; butter, $1.25; sugar, 
20 cents; meat, 50 cents. Soap is 14 cents a cake 
and getting scarcer, Bread of poor quality is 
quoted at 14 cents a small loaf. Flour is 8% 
cents a pound. In Canada it is from 4 to 5 cents. 

Compare wages: Male farm workers get 40 
to 50 cents a day; women farm workers, 35 to 
40 cents. Women factory workers get 35 to 40 
cents a day. Miners, among the most highly 
paid of Italian workmen, get 75 cents to $1.00 
a day. 

Taking these figures as a basis, a farm 
worker in Italy works a whole day for the 
equivalent of 2% lbs. of sugar. A moderately 
paid mechanic would work three days to buy a 
twelve-year-old boy a pair of wool stockings 
for school. A youth clerking in a cigar store 
earns about enough in a day to buy 1% pounds 
of sugar. 

Sugar is rationed as also is coffee.
